Through the efforts and the eo-oiieratlon of the 
.Ytlantie Transport line the United States govern- 
ment has modified tlie embargo on iiii|Hirts of lioi'ses 
from England in siieli a way tliat most of thosi 
now awaiting shipment there can come in. Tin 
new regulations provide, however, tliat tliey must 
!«• shipped on a vessel carrying no cattle or otlier 
live slock, and lliey must come from districts not 
now quarantined on account of the foot and moutli 
disease among cuttle. 

All find and iHsIdiiig for them must lie inspected 
and approved liy the agent of the Bureau of .\nimal 
Industry in laimlon, and tlieir attendants on sliip 
iKiard must ts‘ men who have not recmitly hud tlie 
care of cattle, slieep or swine in England. If 
deemed advisable the fei't and legs of all horses 
will he disinfeeled Ijefore loading. 

Snell are I lie precautions risiiiired to guard 
against tlie introduction of foot and nionth diseasi 
into the I’nited States. It has beei* stamped out 
of every county in England, except .Norfolk, so 
that horses fnim all other areas or from Scotland 
or Ireland may Is- admitted. 

The Atlantic Transport line lias set aside the 
steamship Michigan tor horse shipments to tin 
United States and it will leave leindon on or 
about SeptemiK'r 25 with a large iinmlier of rae 
horses, polo ponies, hunters, hackneys and otlier 
liorses that liave Ijeen held up by tlie embargo on 
imports. 

It is on the Michigan tliat Mr. Simms’ I’rinei 
Palatine and .Mr. Sanford's .Nassoviaii are to come 
to the United States.

Only Ihrei- faeisl the starter, with 
Exterminator ruling the elioiee. In addition to 
$4,100 in money a Ix’aiitiful gold trophy valued at 
$.500 went to the winner. Exterminator won. but 
only hy a head, and that after a grueling stretch 
diud with the llglitly-weighted Damask. Cleopatra 
was tliird a length atid a half hack. (M<sq>atr)i 
set the pace, closely attended by Damask. Ex- 
terminator was under restraint four or five lengths 
liaek of the leaders for the first mile. The great 
McGee gelding attempted to come to tlie inside 
when entering the stretch, but tlie leaders cut him 
off. and Fairlirother totik him to the outside. The 
finish was u thriller, tlie stnrd.v old campaigner 
creeping up on Damask inch by inch until he got to 
the front in the last strides. Damask raced and 
stayed gamely and was figliting it imt with Ex- 
terminator all through the final furlong. It was 
in all respects a grand race mid set a new American 
record for the distance, reducing Everett’s long- 
daiiding 3:25% by nearly four seconds.
